SAVING THE FORESTS 



A DISAPPOINTMENT 



The announcement by the Recrea- 
tion Board that they have been forced 
to abandon present plans for the de- 
velopment of the Outdoor Eecreation 
enter will come a9 a big disappointment 
to hundreds of Narberth residents. 

It was known, of course, that there 
was little, hope - of having the field 
ready for use this summer, but it was 
certainly hoped that it would be pos- 
sible to get the work under way with- 
out delay. 

Unfortunately it is difficult to find 
any way out of the tangle. The funds 
are exceedingly LmiteiL The first 
thing that must oc done is the grading 
of the lot, and the bids on hand far ex- 
ceed the money available for the work. 
If the Borough does part of the work 
of filling, it wilT take a much greater 
time, and in tli* end. an outsitVe firm 
must complete the job. 

When that is done, we have only .1 
level field, and any use for athletics 
must be proceeded by the laying out 
of the grounds, which also costs money. 

Narberth 's baseball team is coming 
on apace, but they need a place to 
play ball. The present siouth side field 
is unsatisfactory, and the team has 
been looking forward to 1111 early use 
of the new grounds. 

It may be possible for an auxiliary 
citizen's committee to get together and 
raise sufficient funds to take on part 
of ..the- burden: Certainly much of the 
value of the Playground deiwiids on its 
early '"development,' both, from the 
ntnndipoint of use, and ' with the idea 
of removing thiei atrocious duinp which 
no\y graces the. plot. . 

There must bo u way out — some way 
that. Will, not mean months, perhaps 
years of delay. 



•Tohn \V. Keller, Chief of the Bureau 
of Silviculture in the Department of 
Forestry, reports that 1,600 pounds of 
e\crgrcen tree seeds, 1,200 pounds of 
hanlwoo<] seeds and 430 bushels of 
nuts and acorns were planted in the 
State nurseries last fall ami this spring. 
This is the largest amount of seeds 
that has ever been planted in one sea- 
son in the nurseries operated by the 
Department of Forestry. Most of this 
tree seed was sown in the nurseries of 
the Department of Forestry at Mont 
Alto. Clearfield, Huntingdon and Green- 
wood Furnace. 

The leading evergreen tree seed 
sown included white pine, pitch pine, 
Scotch pine, Norway spruce and white 
spruce. White ash, hard maple, tulip 
poplar, black locust, wild black cherry, 
black walnut and shellbark were among 
the principal hardwood seeds that were 
planted. 

Keller estimates that 15,000,000 seed- 
lings will he produced from the seed 
sown during the past season. This 
number oif seedlings will reforest ap- 
proximately 12,500 acres of waste land 
in the State. 

The seedlings that will develop from 
these seeds will be kept in the nur- 
series until they reach a height of 
from (i to 12 inches. They will then 
be distributed free of charge to pri- 
vate forest land owners for reforest- 
ing idle land in the State.
